Madison county State's At¬ 
torney Leon Scroggins charged 
yesterday that several Illinois 
legislators were '‘arrogant, dis¬ 
courteous and lacking in knowl¬ 
edge of state statutes relating 
to landfill operations” during 
an East St. Louis air pollution 
hearing Monday in which 
Scroggins and another Madi- 
son county official were criti¬ 
cized severely. 

County officials were criti¬ 
cized for not following state 
laws banning the operation of 
dumps in areas subject to 
flooding. 

Scroggins said that in his 
appearance late Monday after¬ 
noon before a hearing of the 
joint legislative air pollution 
study committee and the steer¬ 
ing subcommittee of the Senate 
Municipal Corporations Com¬ 
mittee "I was treated with a 
complete lack of courtesy and 
common respect. 

“I was amazed," Scroggins 
added, ‘‘that our legislators 
could be so ignorant of laws in¬ 
volved in issues on which they 
are holding hearings.”

Scroggins said following the 
hearing that he had protested 
the committee’s "discourtesy 
in a letter directed yesterday 
to the committee generally and 
to Sen. Krasowski and Rep. 
Meyer specifically. 

in the letter Scroggins re¬ 
ferred the committee members 
to specific sections of the Illi¬ 
nois law concerning dumping 
of out-of-state trash ./in Illinois 
landfills. 

That section of the statute, 
Scroggins said, stipulates out- 
of-state trash may not be 
dumped in Illinois landfills “un¬ 
less the landfills meet all reg¬ 
ulations and have proper per¬ 
mits." The law, he emphasized, 
does not flatly prohibit the 
dumping of trash in Illinois.

The National 
Firearms Act has not been 
voided, and the possession of 
a gun which has been made or 
transferred in violation of this 
Act renders the possessor sub¬ 
ject to prosecution.'' 

This statement Was made to¬ 
day bv Jav G. Philpott. district 
director of Internal Revenue 
for central and southern Illi- 1 
nois, who added, “Tihe recent 
decision bv the U. S. Supreme 
Court in the Haynes firearms 
case has been misinterpreted 
by some firearms dealers and 
ethers as relieving them of the 
requirements imposed by the 
National Firearms Act. 

“In the Haynes case, the 
court held that the constitution¬ 
al privilege against self-incrim¬ 
ination could be involved 
against criminal charges 
brought under the National 
Firearms Act, for failing to 
register a firearms or possess¬ 
ing an unregistered firearm. 

Gangster-Type Weapons 
"The Supreme Court did not, 
in its decision, hold the Nation¬ 
al Firearms Act or any of its 
provisions to be unconstitution¬ 
al. The underlying objective of 
the act is to prevent criminals 
from obtaining gangster-type 
weapsons, such as machine 
guns and sawed-off shotguns.” 

Weapons which are covered 
by the National Firearms Act 
piay be legally acquired and 
possessed subject to regulatory 
requirements. However, any 
such weapon which is not prop¬ 
erly registered is contraband 
and subject to seizure, the IRS 
official said. 

A person who possesses a 
gangster-type weapon is still 
subject to criminal penalties 
if it was, at any time, illegally 
made or transferred. 

Records, Reports Required 
The record-keeping and re¬ 
porting obligations imposed on 
firearms dealers, manufactur¬ 
ers and importers by the Na¬ 
tional Firearms Act have in no 
way been altered by the 
Haynes decision. IRS will con-

Mississippi River about two 
miles south of the present Al¬ 
ton dam and locks was ap¬ 
proved yesterday at a hearing 
by the U. S. Army Corps of En¬ 
gineers. I 

Col. Edward R. Decker, chief i 
engineer of the St. Louis Arrrfy 1 
Engineer district, said it was 
hoped the plan will be approved 
by the Secretary of the Army 
about Jan. 1. Construction then 
would depend upon allotment of 
funds by Congress. The project 
would cost an estimated $200 
millions. 

Engineering plans would take 
about three years and construc¬ 
tion about six to seven years. 
Decker said. The present dam 
and locks were put into use in 
1938 and were designed to han¬ 
dle about 40 million tons of 
barge traffic annually. Use of 
the Alton lock and dam is rapid¬ 
ly approaching this level and is 
expected to reach 60 million tons 
by 1978, Decker said.

The life of Austin Lewis, who died- sud¬ 
denly this week, spanned much of the history 
of the Quad-Cities and his name and career are 
interwoven prominently throughout that history. 

In all phases of local life, especially public 
service, he consistently was "where the action 
is." serving in a wide variety of public offices. 
Included were the positions of associate circuit 
judge, his current office, and Madison county 
probate judge, state's attorney, public defender. 
Venice school board president. Tri-City Region¬ 
al Port District commissioner, Madison corpora- . 
tion counsel and city attorney, Madison school 
attorney and Venice park, school and township 
attorney. Noted as the chief prosecutor in this 
county for many years, he also established an 
effective record later as a defense attorney. 

Employed since the age of 12, when he 
became a Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. mes¬ 
senger. he was a Barber Asphalt Co. laborer, 
an International Shoe Co. leather cutter and a 
Wabash fit Chicago Alton railroad clerk be¬ 
fore completing his schooling and establishing a 
busy law practice. Volunteering for the Army in 
world war II at the age of 37, he served as a 
counter-intelligence special agent and earned 
five battle stars in Europe. 

An Eagle Scout who became Boy Scout 
council president and Madison-Venice Khoury 
baseball commissioner, he was active in youth 
work many years and in his court decisions took 
full account of any prospects for rehabilitation 
of young offenders. 

Despite an active political role during law¬ 
less and controversial eras, he retained a wide 
circle of friendship and support, and at the 
time of his death was respected as one of the 
most able jurists in Illinois. He will be missed 
in this community, where he was a lifelong resi¬ 
dent, and on the circuit court bench.

Downtown Granite City Lags (Per Capita) 
Far Behind St. Louis 

Dedication of the riverfront Gateway Arch 
in St. Louis has revealed some highly impressive 
statistics, not only about the Arch itself but 
about what has been accomplished during the 
1960s toward rehabilitation of downtown St. 
Louis. 

Approximately $300 million has been 
spent on new construction and renovation of 
commercial property; for residential, entertain¬ 
ment and recreational, parking, retailing and 
other new facilities. This comes to roughly $425 
per capita, of St. Louis' population. 

All of which brings this intriguing thought; 
A similar per capita investment in downtown 
Granite City would have resulted in nearly $ I 7 
million worth of improvements during the same 
period. 

We haven't done even one-fourth as w®** 
as downtown St. Louis, spending less than $100 
per capita here: yet, 'we are as desperately in 
need of rehabilitation as any city in the nation.
